He  sayK  hi-  li-  li'  ^ea  there  are  miUlona  of  people 
who  want  iiir-  6&me.  but  owing  to  the  row  going 
on  they  can't  hear  themselves  think  His  sug- 
gestion la  that  a  "contemplative  order"  should  be 
founded.
